IT$. RE:OURCES. .. 


Borneo is. ono: of tho largest 
the world, if nob absolutely the largest, 
loaving’ Australia ‘out of the question ; 
occupies a space of 310,000 square miles. 
For parposes of comparison Lony maontion 
that Groat Britain “avd Teckand contain 
190,000 only... ‘That part of it kaawn as 
British North Bornes occupies the nurth- 
ernmost.portion of the island. me 

The wostern pact of British North Bor- 
neo ig mostly hilly und monntainous, atoep 
on tho westorn face, bat sloping down on 
tha eastern to large alluvial flats, Kina 
Bala, the principal mowintain, is situated at 
tho-north of these siauntain chains, and 
attaing a height of 13,700 feet." Mentapok, 
one of the next in size, discovered by the 
travollor, Witti, is supposed to havo an 
elavation of 9,000 feat.

The climate_of North Borneo, consider-: 
ing how close it is to the equator, ia a 
somewhat tomarkable one, the nights. are 
always cool, and the mornings until about 
nine o'clock may be described as the per- 
fection of weather. “It is usuatly © lot 
enough in the afternoon, however, but the 
heat ig neatly always tempered by a breeze. 
Owing to the coolaess of tho nizhts, Euro- 
peans are ablo to keep their hoalth and 
onergy particularly well. The somewhat 
excoptionally good health enjoyed in the 
town of, Elopura, is attributable to its posi~ 
tion qn dry eandstone bluffs at the entranco 
of Sandakna Bay, swept from throe sides by 
sos breezes, The livab is of a dey, * bright 
character, like that of Australia: not the 
heavy, damp, trying heat of China, although 
tho thermometer with us is sometimes as 
high in tho daytime as it is there in the sum- 
mar, but nover at night. ‘The climate will 
be better understood by those who have 
beon in the Hast if I mention that punkahs ; 
aro hunt in-but one.or two of tho- houses 
in all British North Borneo, and are but 
very rarely: used oven where they are hung. 
‘Thero is one -in my house, but T do not 
aver remember its being pulled at all, 
Mosquitoes aulsy are uncommon in most 
places ; no doubt they are plentiful enough 
insomo Jovalities, but I huve travelled by the 
weok toycther tn both tho. rivers-Kina 
Batangan and Labuk without using » mos- 
quito curtain, If any are noticed in most 
of the houses, it is usually owing to stand- 
ing water being allowed to remain eomo- 
where about the premises, 

‘Anothor great point about the country is! 
its ent ro freedot from atuospheric, and | 
physical disturbances, Such an occurrence \ 
as 2 hurricane is.quite unknown, and winds 
rarely blow harder than. what: would be 
called in England a strong breeze ; this is no 
doubt uttributable to the equableness. of 
the temperature. which never varies many 
dogrees and is therefore very suitable for 
invalids. There are no volcanoes’ in the 
jatand and earthquakes are unknown. . The 
annual’ rainfall is about 120 inches, protty 
ovenly distributed, though ‘usually twe 
svasons, Devember and January, and Jano 
and July, ara more wet than the average, 
and two others, yeuerally February and 
March, and August. and Soptember, more 
dry, bub even about this there is no cer} 
tainty.
